No demonstration was .made on the ar-

General C. Chanoine, former minister of 
war, who'attends the sittings to give ex- 
planations us to the secret, dossier, came 
accompanied by an ollicer, carrying a 
leathern 
wallet containing Ciiauoine's 


notes and oilier papers referring to the 
Dossier, which, itself, remains in a. strong 
box in a room contiguous to the court- 
oom. 
This strong box; is guarded night and 


day by an ollicer specially detailed for 
that duty. The secret sitting lusted till 
nearly noon when the court adjourned 
till tomorrow morning.
